Within  the  last  thirty-four 
years,  in  which  time  the  insti- 
tution has  grown,  the  student 
body  of  one  hundred  and 
eighty-three  pupils  in  Septem- 
ber, 1912,  has  increased  to 
the  present  enrollment  of  more 
than  five  thousand.

My  book  of  souvenirs  contains  more 
than  brief  recollections  of  happenings 
at  Tech  during  the  past  four  years 
for  it  includes  memories  of  the  high 
school's  history  and  traditions.  In  the 
past  thirty-four  years,  residents  of 
Indianapolis  have  seen  the  grounds, 
which  comprise  an  area  of  seventy- 
six  acres,  change.  As  these  years  have 
slipped  by,  the  school  has  grown  and 
developed  with  age  until  today,  the 
site  of  the  Arsenal  grounds  holds  a 
significant  and  important  place  in  the 
life  of  the  city  of  Indianapolis. 

As  a  United  States  Arsenal  from 
1 862  to  1 903,  it  was  an  effective  fac- 
tor in  national  military  power;  as  the 
Winona  Technical  Institute  from  1904 
to  1909,  it  was  a  center  for  an  early

The  traditions  of  Tech  have  always 
been  high  and  one  of  my  most  cher- 
ished memories  is  Tech's  motto,  "Let 
me  go,"  the  last  words  of  Barton  Brad- 
ley, a  June  '26  senior,  who,  on  Janu- 
ary 16,  1927,  bravely  gave  his  life  in 
a  vain  effort  to  save  eight-year-old 
Hadley  Hull  from  drowning.  The  words, 
which  suggest  exceptional  thoughtful- 
ness,  unselfishness,  and  fearless  cour- 
age, have  been  an  inspiration  to  all 
Tech  pupils  to  strive  for  finer,  greater 
achievements  in  life.

I  shall  never  forget  the  glorious  feeling  which  en- 
gulfed me  as  Tech's  basketball  team  of  '46  won  the 
annual  Sectional  tournament  at  the  Butler  Fieldhouse.

Having  won  the  North  Central  Conference 
All-Sports  trophy  for  the  '44  and  '45  seasons,  I  might 
safely  say  that  Tech  had  some  very  successful  and 
well-balanced  teams  in  football,  basketball,  base- 
ball, cross-country,  track,  and  golf.  The  boys  on  these 
teams  had  to  devote  much  of  their  time  to  the  mas- 
tering of  their  individual  positions.  Looking  back,  I 
can  remember  following  the  Big  Green  out  of  town 
to  such  places  as  Anderson,  Lafayette,  Logansport, 
Kokomo,  New  Castle,  and  Muncie;  but  clearest  in 
my  mind  is  the  picture  of  Tech's  teams,  midst  the 
throngs  of  cheering  Techites,  meeting  their  rivals  with 
a  fine  competitive  spirit  and  a  grim  determination 
to  win. 
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With  new  faces  on  athletic  teams  and  new  lettermen  came  new  coaches,  some  of  whom  were  teachers  return- 
ing from  service  in  World  War  II.  They  were  (standing)  Earl  W.  Ensinger,  Howard  Longshore,  Richard  E.  Horn- 
ier, Charles  Gilbert,  Wayne  Rhodes,  and  William  Triechler;  (seated),  Paul  E.  Myers,  Herman  T.  Hinshaw,  Reuben 
D.  Behlmer,  George  Sprague,  Powell  Moorehead,  and  Charles  P.  Dagwell,  athletic  director. 


All  of  us  were  as  proud  as  Athletic  Di- 
rector Charles  P.  Dagwell  was  of  the 
North  Central  Conference  All-Sports 
trophy,  won  by  Tech  teams  in  the 
1944-45  seasons.  In  winning  this  tro- 
phy for  the  first  time,  Greenclad  teams 
in  North  Central  Conference  compe- 
tition placed  second  in  basketball, 
second  in  football,  third  in  track,  sec- 
ond in  baseball,  and  first  in  golf. 

Mr.  Dagwell  accepted  the  trophy 
as  the  new  athletic  director  at  Tech, 
replacing  Mr.  R.  V.  Copple,  who  had 
died  in  June  of  1945.  The  trophy  sym- 
bolizes a  school's  high  degree  of  ath- 
letic achievement  in  the  North  Central 
Conference.  To  interest  the  conference 
in  a  more  complete  athletic  program 
was  the  motive  behind  the  issuance  of 
the  trophy.  To  become  permanent 
property  of  a  school  it  must  be  won 
five  times.

necessary  prerequisites  for  being  considered  as 
eligible  for  the  winning  of  a  Block  "T."

I  can  still  remember  Coach  Richard  E.  Hamler's  successful 
debut  as  new  varsity  football  mentor  when  the  Green  Wave 
defeated  Jeff  of  Lafayette  under  the  lights  at  the  Broncos' 
field,  21  to  6.  And  then  how  Tech  and  Broad  Ripple  met  for 
the  first  time  and  played  to  a  scoreless  tie.  Next  came  the 
Greenclads'  initial  loss,  dealt  out  by  Muncie  Central,  27  to  6. 
Tech  made  amends  for  this  setback  by  overpowering  Ander- 


son, ]  6  to  14.  Gaining  momentum  Coach  Hamler's  charges 
steam-rollered  Manual,  52  to  13.  Cathedral  then  severely 
jolted  Tech's  city  title  aspirations,  1  4  to  7.  Tech  vaulted  back 
from  this  defeat  to  down  Richmond,  34  to  6;  and  then  suf- 
fered its  third  reverse  of  the  year  at  the  hands  of  Washing- 
ton, 25  to  1  8.  Final  contest  of  the  1  945  season  ended  in  an- 
other scoreless  tie  with  Shortridge.
